Your Letter Received... 


M* mail is my biggest problem. 
I wish I could answer every 
letter that is written to me, but I 
can’t and I’m afraid many of you 
will think me impolite and unkind. 
Maybe if I explain, you will under- 
stand. . 

I run a Catholic center in Char- 
lotte, North Carolina. After three 
and a half years, it is still losing 
money but I’m sure it has done 
good. I spend about 50 hours a 
week at the center, working on 
business problems, talking to the 
many people who visit us, contact- 
ing non-Catholics interested in the 
— This is really a full time 
job. 

But along with it I am director 
of the Bureau of Information at 
Washington. As a part of this 
work, I write two rather lengthy 
bulletins, turn out a great deal of 
other material. I also subscribe 
to and read 130 Protestant and 
secular magazines, many of which 
come weekly and so this means I 
read about 300 issues a month. 

Then I do this column, which 
requires that I see half a dozen 
movies a week, watch television. 
then write about what I’ve seen. 
In addition to this, since our cen- 
ter does not make morey and my 
income must be from outside 
sources, I write for many maga-

wood, and remove the nails. Saw 
the end pieces according to the 
dimensions given. Use the thinner 
side pieces of the crate for the 
back of the shrine, for the roof 
(Step 2), and for the scrolled bor- 
ders (Step 3).

Change the scroll if you like, to 
your preferred pattern. Use a 
scroll saw to cut the curves. 


Use brads or small wire nails 
when attaching the thinner pieces. 
Paint the front and roof red, the 
sides bright green, and the: inside 
black. When the paint is dry, 
paste little silver or gold stars 
onto the back piece. You can buy 
these at the dime store or decorat- 
ing store, or sort them out of 
Christmas wrapping packets. Final- 
ly, add a coat or two of exterior 
varnish.

Standing Around 
On Street Corners 


OME night when the TV pro- 

grams are not too interesting, 
we suggest that the parents of 
young people in the parish get the 
family car out and go for a ride. 
We suggest that they stay within 
the parish boundaries and casually 
drive up and down the streets. 


We won’t promise them anything 
exciting, but we believe that they 
might see the favorite pastime of 
American youth in its natural set- 
ting. We refer, of course, to 
“standing around,” as the expres- 
sion goes. Street corners, corner 
drug stores. local pizza pie shops, 
bowling alleys and pool halls or 
other youth hangouts—these are 
the stamping grounds of our youth. 
Today, if young people. want .to 
belong, to be a member of a group, 
to be accepted, they have to do a 
lot of “standing around.” 


If you ask young people today 
what they do in these places, you 
may get a blank stare, because they 
really do nothing at all, nothing 
constructive, that is, nothing crea- 
tive, nothing that might improve 
either mind or body. It is a kind 
of passive business, this standing 
around, this clowning with the

She is not prepared 
to face one who conquers death, 
but rather to find the corpse and 
re-bury it. 

Finally Our Lord speaks to her, 
and she recognizes Him, saying 
now not “sir,” but Rabboni—Mas- 
ter! She runs to tell Peter .and 
John, saying: “I have seen the 
Lord.” But they, hearing it, do 
not believe it, saying it is a wo- 
man’s tale.

Why Are You Troubled? 


Well indeed may Our Lord say 
on this Easter Day to His friends: 
Why are you troubled in heart, 
despairing and cast down? Grant 
that there is persecution and dark- 
ness over the earth, did not the

Him, so would they persecute us? 
Have we lost the Christian virtue 
of hope? 

Why should our attitude be any 
different now than 
in the First Century? They too 
faced the world with misgivings: 
they looked upon it as something 


‘perishable, expecting momentarily

‘and the dissolution of the world. 
But they faced it bravely, because 
‘knowing that Christ had risen, they | 
sought the things that were above. | 

But in our day, too many are) 
seeking security, rather than the) 


are like those who, taking an ocean 
journey, are more concerned with 
the life belts than with the cabin; 
or traveling by air, are more in- 
terested with the parachute than 
the beauty of God’s sky; or trav- 
eling the highway, are less happy 
about the ride than looking for 
first-aid stations. Rather with St. 
Paul, should we say: “If Christ is 
not risen, then we are all men 
most miserable.” 

Shall we believe that God re- 
serves all the mourning for His 
sons and all the joys for His ene- 
mies. Are we condemned to hang 
our harps upon the willows, and 
sing nothing but doleful dirges, 
while the children of Satan are to 
laugh with gladness of heart? 

No. rather we have received not 
the spirit of bondage to fear, but 
the spirit of adoption whereby we 
ery out: “Father.” Fear not! Real- 
ize 
grave is Truth Itself, and Truth 
crushed to earth will rise again. 

Dostoievsky tells us the story of 
two men looking at the painting 
of Holbein, “The Taking of Christ 
from the Cross.” One said: “I like 
looking at that picture.” The other 
said: “Some people’s faith has 


been ruined by that picture.” And 
right he was; that picture would 
ruin the faith of a materialist, an 
atheist, a communist, and for all 
who believe that there Is nothing 
after this life. If there is no Resur- 


rection, but Christ is dead, one

cannot believe either in the Good- 
ness of God, or the goodness of 
man. But if He Who took the worst 
the world had to offer and con- 
quered it, then evil shall never be 
victorious again. Rejoice, for He 
that is dead now lives, and though 
the bells are tolling for the execu- 
tion of the Church, the execution 
will be eternally postponed. 


You, therefore, who believe in 
the Resurrection, be not disheart- 
ened. Remember that the Church, 
like Christ, is not so much a con- 
‘tinuously living thing, as some- 
ithing that has survived a thousand 
‘crucifixions through a _ thousand 
|Resurrections. Though the Iron 
Curtain be rolled down against the 
Gospel of Christ in Russia and the 
Bamboo Curtain against the Church

Jerusalem—(NC)—Thousands of 
pilgrims from many parts of the 
world again gathered this year for 
Holy Week solemnities in this an- 
cient city where Christ the Saviour 
underwent the agony of Calvary 
and where His resurrection of the 
third day eternally establishes His 
claim to be the Son of God.

Approve Bill Against 
Objectionable Comics 


Albany, N. Y.—(NC)—tThe State 
Legislature here has given’ final 
approval to a bill providing fines 
and jail sentences for publishers 
and distributors of comic books 
featuring illicit sex, brutality, 
horror or violence. 

The measure also includes a 
section prohibiting the sale of 
pornographic materials to persons 
under 18 years of age. The penalty 
for both publishers and distribu- 
tors provides a $500 fine and/or a 
year in jail. 

Drafted by a joint legislative 
committee, the bill joins two 
other comic books measures al- 
ready passed here. The earlier 
bills require that all comic books 
carry the name of the true pub-

authority te seize stocks of 
printed obscenity.

Free Asia Kept 


Off Balance By 
U.S. Indecision 


Bishop Lane Returns 
From Visit In Orient; 
Asks Humane Solution 


Los Angeles —(NC)— American 
indecision is keeping free Asia off 
balance, Bishop Raymond A. Lane, 
M.M., Superior General of Mary- 
knoll said here on returning from 
six months in the Far East. 

“Everybody’s off balance in the 
Far East. People are asking: 
“Where are the Americans going, 
what do they believe in?’” the 
Bishop said. 


AMERICA’S answer,’ Bishop 
Lane said, must come in terms of 
social justice in the international 
sphere—plus a determination to 
use force if necessary to save men 
from slavery. | 

“Put yourselves in the place 

of the people of Asia,” the Bish- 

op told reporters at St. Francis 
Xavier Mission here. “They ask: 

‘Are you going to sell us down 
the River?’ 

“We sold them out at Yalta. We 
sold them out in Korea. We fought 
a fantastic war there with one 
hand tied behind our back. We 
lost that war. We were routed. 
The Chinese still say ‘We beat the 
Americans.’ ” 

America is not justified in 
chancing an atomic war, the Bish- 
op said, but it is: obliged to pre- 
serve all the things Americans 
hold sacred. 


“WE CAN USE as much force 
as is required to save hundreds of 
thousands from slavery. We are 
not only justified, but obliged to 
do it. Suppose we lose the faith 
of half a billion people by giving 
up Quemoy and Matsu?” he asked. 

Even if Communism were out of 
the picture, Bishop Lane said, 
there would still be a critical sit- 
uation in Asia. 

“We are not doing anything in a 
big way.to remove the problem 

Japan has always had: food and 
population. We’ve done nothing to 
solve it,’ he commented. 

One solution, he suggested, 
would be to lease land here to 
be farmed by Japanese. The 
complexity of the problem of 
Japan, he said, is fantastic and 
requires fantastic solutions. 

With three-fifths of the arable 
land on earth not even cultivat- 
ed, he added, a land-starved na- 
tion like Japan has “a right to 
do something about it.” 

His Holiness Pope Pius. XII, the 
Bishop said, pointed out the way 
to social justice in the interna- 
tional sphere in his Christmas 
message given two and a_ half 
weeks after Pearl Harbor. In it 
he called for a new order in which 
there would be “no place for that 
cold and calculating egoism which 
tends to hoard economic resources 
and materials destined for the use 
of all, to such an extent that the 
nations less favored by nature are 
not permitted access to them.” 

“The fundamental problem,” 
Bishop Lane said, “is the right of 


human beings to exist.”
